MURDERED FOR MONEY.

spending gold pretty freely, but it was ascertained 
that it was his own money, the sum of $175 n 
gold having also been paid him for some timber 
by Mr. Haslam. Nevertheless, the impression still 
existed that Leggett and his brother were in some 
way implicated in the murder. No further steps 
were taken, however, in the matter until a short 
time since, when one of the Leggetts, who is said 
to be partially imbecile, informed seme parties 
that his brother had shot Mr, Tuten. Inquiries 
were made, and the result was the arrest of both 
the Leggetts on the charge of murder, and 
they were brought to Sdvdannah a 
few days since, in custody of Mr. Joseph 
Milligan. and lodged in Chatham county jail.

Doing. 


THE EAST TENNESSEE ROAD RAILROADS. 
Kooxville Tribune. 
At the called meeting of the stockholders 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad company, held yesterday, the cou 


vention authorized the board of directors to 
purchase the Selma, Rome and Dalton road, 
if it could be purchased for a specified 
amount, and authorized the issuance to the 
stockbuiders of stock scrip of one and one- 
half shares for each share of stock, delivera 
bie upon the surrender of certificate within 
six months and on paywent of thirty cents 
upon the du liar of the par vaiue of the in- 
creased stuck : 

Chey a'so authorized the purchase of the 
Georgia Suuthern railroad, the acquisition 
of which, tegether with the Seima, Rume 
and Dalton railroad,-will give the company 
a contiuuous line to Selina, Ala. 

They authorized the issuance of bonds to 
pay for the Georgia Southern and the Sel- 
ma, Rome and Daiton railroads in case the 
latter is purchased. It is not definitely 
known whether they will be abie to prr- 
chase the Selma, Rume ard Dalton rail- 
road for the price snecified or not. If they 
should succeed in doing this it will give 
them a continuous line from Bristol to 5-1 
ma This, together with its Memphis and 
Charleston leaseo§lines, makes the com pany 
oue of the great Curpurations of the country 
and secures to our section a very large por 
tion of the traffic passing between the states 
on the north Atlantic seaboard aud those 
lying to the south aud southwest of us. 

[he action of the meeting yesterday 
should be asource of much gratification to 
the stock holders of the company. 

Theconventioo yesterday makes it almost 
an assured fact that the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia rai!road company wiil 
shortly assume such proportions as to jastly 
rank it among the great truuk lines of the 
gountry. 

We understand that in order to meet the 
largely increased traffic of the line it is 
necessary to increase the equipment of the 
company. 

Toe company also expect to construct the 
road to Wulf creek to meet the North Caro- 
lina system of roads during the present 
tiscal year. They have redeemed a large 
part of the bonded indebteduess which has 
matured. The mosey raised upon the in- 
creased stock is to be mainly if not entirely 
appropriated to the above purposes. Recent 
acguisitions bave increasei the vaiue of the 
stock, and we understand par was freely 
offered for it yesterday, but few persons, 
however, are willing to sell at that. 

THE MEMPHIS AND CHARLESTON. 


A new ouontract has been drawn up be- 
tween the Nashvilie and Chattanooga raii- 
road and the Memphis and Charleston rail- 
road, whereby tbe latter road pays the for- 
mer road $60,000 per year for the use of its 
tracks from Sieveuson, Ala., to this city, a 
distance of forty miles. The use of this 
road has long been a matter of controversy 
between the respective roads, the M and C 
claiming that the former lease under which 
they were held was exorbitant. They were 
compelled to pay 50 cents per head for al: 
omnes se and various amouuts ranging 

rom six cents p-r 100 pounds for ail freight 
passing over the forty miles of the N 

and CC. railroad This amounted to 
annually from $75,000 to $100,000, 
and the M. and C. railroad at last 
was compelled to either receive a reduc:ion 
or build in their road from Stevenson to 
Chattanooga, and in fact engineers were put 
in the field, the road was surveyed, esti- 
mates were made, and fora while it seemed 
as if the road was really going to be ex- 
tended. This positive action on the part of 
the Memphis and Charleston railroed in- 
duced the Nashville and Chattanooga rail- 
road to treat for terms and finally a con 

promise was effected vy assessing the Mem- 
phis and Charleston railroad an annual 
rental of $60,000 for the use of the line of 
the Nashville and Chattanooga. This re- 
lieves the Memphis and Ciharleston from 
the present necessiiy of exteudiag their line 
This will finally be done, however, the in- 
creasing business of the Memphis and 
Coarleston demanding it. 


THE LEASE FOR THE SOUTHERN, 
Cincinnati Enquirer.
